It should be remembered as a basis 
for guidance that the maximum yield 
of any crop is determined and gauged 
by the fertilizer element which the 
soil contains in the least quantity.

other words, soli may lie rich in nitro­ 
gen and phosphorus, but very poor in 
potash.

lf is for this reason that we recom­ 
mend a complete fertilizer on all aver­ 
age soiis iii preference to a fertilizer 
containing one or two of the principal 
elements. 
We lay great stress on humus, as 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture 
has 
stated repeatedly that 
without humus in tile soil Hie same 
would not respond to the use of fer­ 
tilizers, no difference in what quantity 
they w'ere applied, humus being the 
life of the soil and bearing practically 
the same relation to it that yeast 
sustains aa to the bread.

like insect wras threatening to destroy 
their apple, peach, pear and plum or­ 
chards. 
In spite of every effort, these 
two pests spread rapidly. 
Only the 
cotton fields of the Atlantic coast have 
so far escaped the weevil's attack; the 
San Jose scale is domesticated in al­ 
most every State in the Union. 
Some 
persons 
predicted 
the complete de­ 
struction of both cotton-fields and or­ 
chards; and It is certa in t h a t a good 
many planters and fruit-growers were 
ruined. 
But the intelligence and in 
genuity of man a re proving equal to 
the emergency; and incidentally there 
are appearing certain of the blessings 
which always follow' adversity cour­ 
ageously met. 
The Southern farm er 
has learned the benefits of a proper 
crop rotation, and a close and careful 
cultivation of his fields. 
In the boll- 
weevil country the old system of m ort­ 
gaging the ungrown cotton crop to 
get the money with which to raise 
it has gone. 
There may not he any 
crop at all unless the planter is vigi­ 
lant and Industrious. 
There is more 
and harder work to be done, but there 
are the rewards of hard work to be 
had. 
Texas raises aliout as much cot­ 
ton as ever, and more general crops. 
The banks show inereased deposits. 
In one community the farm mortgages 
h a t e fallen from twenty-eight hundred 
to four hundred. 
The orchardist has 
found that he can save his trees by 
thorough spraying. 
The scale is de 
strayed, and with it other pests, which 
were not 
dangerous enough to per­ 
suade the grower to the practice of 
spraying, but the destruction of which 
greatly improves the quantity 
and 
quality of the yield. 
The experience 
has been alarm in g and costly, but it 
has left both Industries on a sounder 
hasis, and 
has taught their 
practi­ 
tioners much that will he of lasting 
value to them.

A relent Chinese newspaper states 
th at the law of nationality, consisting 
of twenty four articles, has been de­ 
cided upon, a consular report says. By 
this law any person who has lived in 
China over ten years and is above 2o 
years of ago, of good moral standing, 
being helpful to China, may be allowed 
lo assume Chinese nationality, lf asked 
for. 
Unless otic has lived in China 
more than twenty years he will not lie 
allowed to serve in the grand council, 
Imperial household department or as 
a 
military official 
in 
any position 
above the fourth grade, neither can 
he become a member of Parliam ent nor 
of the provisional council. 
W hen one 
wishes to abandon his nationality as 
a Chinese be must first get the consent 
of Hie board concerned or h a cannot 
lose his nationality. 
Only a person 
who has an official position or has not 
failed to pay taxes is allowed to a b an ­ 
don his nationality. 
When a Chinese 
woman m arries a foreigner she will 
abandon her Chinese nationality, and 
when a foreign woman m arries a Chi­ 
nese she will 
become 
Chinese. 
In 
either assuming or abandoning n a ­ 
tionality the wife and children will 
follow tile husband’s nationality* 
A 
woman w ho is m arried is not allowed 
to change h e i nationality alone Worn 
en who are divorced and persons who 
have abandoned Chinese nationality 
before the 'laws are enforced will be 
treated as Chinese so long as they live 
in and enjoy their right* in China.

B E E T SUGAR IN ENGLAND. 


p r o m o te r s are prominent an d rep uta­ 
ble residents of Lincolnshire. 
“A large m eeting of farmers and 
oth e r interest od persons was recently 
held at Sleaford, wdien all phases of 
the subject were discussed. 
It appears 
from th e r e m a rk s made th a t England 
imports annually nearly $100,000,000 
worth of sugar, more than half of it 
refined, and is. so one speaker thought, 
the only cou ntry which does not pro 
duce some quantity of su g a r; and yet, 
he said, experim ents proved that E n g ­ 
land could produce sug a r beets as well 
as any other country in Europe. 
This 
statem en t was amplified 
by 
another 
speaker, who testified th at experiment* 
showed the English beet to be superior 
to th e German, containing 17.3 units 
of sugar, against the Germ an la units; 
that, in fact, the English beet contain­ 
ed a larger percentage of sugar th an 
was required. 
It was also stated th a ’ 
some of the experimental crops yield­ 
ed twenty-five tens to the acre, tile 
average being about eighteen tons. 
"The syndicate wishes to make the 
business co-operative, the beet grow-* 
ers to take shares. 
lr is Intended to 
make further projwxsaks to the govern 
meat, but if these fail it will not mean, 
the promoters declare, that the project 
will be abandoned.”

dants to T h w a rt the Prosecution. 


New York, Dec. 3.—The fight being 
made by the defense to keep out evi­ 
dence or testimony which the govern­ 
ment sleeks to get in, is not the least 
interesting development of the sugar 
trust trial in the United States court. 
Judge Martin put the question off and 
heard arguments of counsel on the 
point after the jury had been dis­ 
missed for the da.v* 
th* did not, how­ 
ever, announce his decision. 
The con­ 
troversy arose when Thomas D. Hyatt, 
a government weigher in charge of the 
weighers on the Havemeyer and Bider 
piers, was asked bv Mr. Denison as to 
a conversation he had with the defen­ 
dant Spitzer ten years ago in reference 
to quarters which the company had 
built at the piers for the accommoda­ 
tion of th*- weighers and for which the 
company charged the government $125 
a month. 
The government desired to 
bring out the point whether or not 
Spitter had told the witnesses that 
the $125 belonged to the weighers 
with whatever implication may attach 
to Ruch a statement. The defense con­ 
tended that whil* 
Mr. Spitzer never 
made such a statement, It had nothing 
to do with the questions at Issue on 
this trial. 
The 
dispute 
was 
also 
directed 
against the admission of the so-called 
“pink books,” til*- books of the check­ 
ers recording the weights of the sugar 
and tallies of comparison showing the 
weights recorded by the government 
weighers and by the < tty weighers. 
Tie- city weighers have nothing to do 
with the inunicial government of New 
York, but are employed by th** sugar 
company or anybody e ls e to determine 
the amount of mon* \ to be paid by 
the merchants with whom the company 
deals, In distinction to the weights not­ 
ed by the government weighers for 
purpns* s of laying duties. 
According to Richard Farr, th*- un- 
earther of the sugar trust scandals, 
the records of tin- city weighers for 
the time inv< Bed in the indictments of 
th** defendants now on trial have been 
destroyed and only th*- hooka of the 
checkers 
the pink hooks -remain as! 
original records, but the government ! 
has been able to obtain from nu r- 
chants figures of • H * * city weighers and 
from them, with tile notes in th** pink 
books, has made up the comparative 
records.
